
BAC May be 
City's New 
Neighbor

The Berea City Council approved 
moving forward with plans to reno¬ 
vate the old gas station at 300 Chest¬ 
nut Street, the former location of Dar¬ 
rin's Computer Cars, for the Berea 
Arts Council (BAC) at their meeting 
on Tuesday, with many council mem¬ 
bers expressing support in partnering 
with the Arts Council. The City Coun¬ 
cil approved purchasing the property 
at 300 Chestnut several months ago, 
and has been considering how to use 
the space. 

At the work session on Tuesday 
evening. City Administrator Randy 
Stone stated that he wanted to make 
sure the council supported the gen¬ 
eral idea of renovating the space for 
BAC before moving forward with the 
planning and discussion. BAC had 
written a proposal to the City of Berea 
for renting the space, offering $500 a 
month. Currently BAC rents a space 
on College Square, but rental costs 
have been increasing to the point 
where they can no longer afford it. 

"Several people have talked to us 
about using this building," Stone 
said, "but we're considering BAC 
because Chestnut Street needs some 
revitalization. We're already had sev¬ 
eral meetings with members of the 
Arts Council." 

Walter Reusch, an architect in town, 
drew up preliminary plans for the 
renovation for BAC. Stone outlined 
the changes in the plans, including 
taking out the overhead doors and re-

Buy-In

Educators and board members at 
Berea Community School have been 
soliciting feedback from all parts of 
the community the past few weeks, 
as they are working toward a con¬ 
sensus on what every graduate of 
the high school should be able to do. 
Acting Superintendent Mike Hogg 
held an open meeting for parents and 
community members on Monday 
before the board meeting, and Hogg 
and school board member Elizabeth 
Crowe addressed the Berea City 
Council on Tuesday. 

The ABC group, which stands for 
Administrators, Board members and 
school Council members, have been 
working since July of last year on an 
overall goal for students when they 
graduate. They have set their goal as 
every student being college and/or 
career ready when they graduate. 

"I know this must seem obvious," 
Hogg said on Monday, of their over¬ 
all goal, "but that's where we're start¬ 
ing, before we break it down. And 
then we'll move to an action plan." 

The ABC group has worked on a 
goal that will be measurable for the 
school. In this case, they have defined 
college ready as students meeting

For African-Americans, ge¬ 
nealogy research poses some 
unique challenges. At the meet¬ 
ing this past Saturday of the 
African American Genealogy 
Group of Kentucky (AAGGKY), 
one piece of available literature 
illustrated those particular chal¬ 


lenges. It was titled, "Tips for 
Tracing Slavery and Slavehold¬ 
ing in the Family", and encour¬ 
aged people tracing their family 
roots to check the "1850 and 1860 
Census Slave Schedules, and at¬ 
tempt to identify the last slave¬ 
holder, assuming that your fam¬ 
ily has retained that surname". 

"The history's that's been 
told has been told by other peo¬ 


ple," Sharyn Miller said, at the 
AAGGKY meeting. "We want to 
be sure our heritage is preserved 
through the generations." 

In AAGGKY's introduction 
flyer, it is written, "Our stories 
are often hidden in un-indexed 
volumes, stored forgotten on 
dusty shelves and omitted from 
the traditional history books of

Berea School Discusses 
Class Size, Test Scores

Class sizes came up as a con¬ 
cern at the Berea Community 
school board meeting on Mon¬ 
day night, when elementary 
school teacher Karen Mattingly 
asked the board to start a com¬ 
munity wide discussion on the 
issue. 

"We have always had grades 
with large class sizes and usu¬ 
ally you are told about the strat¬ 
egies that are being undertaken 
to deal with it," Mattingly said 
to the board, "but we all know 
that large classrooms can have 


a negative impact on instruc¬ 
tion strategies, socialization and 
learning." 

Mattingly asked the board to 
do what it could to have a larger 
discussion with parents, the site- 
based council and others to dis¬ 
cuss the problem and what the 
barriers were to cutting down 
class size. 

Board member Elizabeth 
Crowe agreed with Mattingly, 
and suggested that the discus¬ 
sion take place in May when the 
board will be working through 
the budget. 

"I think tying the discussion 
to our budget discussion is a 


good idea," Van Gravitt said, the 
board chair. "What we'll be dis¬ 
cussing is space and personnel, 
and those are matters to do with 
the budget." 

Crowe mentioned that the 
board was also having discus¬ 
sions regarding the building 
design, which would also be a 
good time to look at space and 
class size issues. 

"We may be looking at a per¬ 
fect storm with these issues un¬ 
der discussion," Crowe said. 

Eef Fontanez and Wayne Rob¬

I had a complaint last 
week, regarding my article 
on the redesign of a three- 
lane for Highway 25N. 
In that article, I had re¬ 
ferred to property owners 
building parking lots and 
"other structures" on the 
state owned right-of-way 
The complainant felt that 
"other structures" was not 
accurate, and gave the per¬ 
ception that business own¬ 
ers adjacent to the highway 
had put buildings on state 
owned land. 

I found myself bristling 
just a little bit when I heard 
of this, and I immediately 
looked up the definition 
of structure, to defend 
my word usage. "Some¬ 
thing built or constructed" 
was one definition I was 
pleased by, since I felt it 
could refer to many things 
seen by the highway, such 
as signs, and was that a 
retaining wall I may have 
seen at one point? To rest 
my case, counselor, there 
is evidence of "structures" 
on the state owned right- 
of-way in addition to park¬ 
ing lots. 

Of course, at some point 
it struck me that I had, 
ironically, written a col¬ 
umn last week about truth 
vs. accuracy in journalism. 


That, my friends, is being 
hoisted by one's own pe¬ 
tard. 

The point, after all, 
wasn't whether the defi¬ 
nition of structure would 
pass in a court of law, but 
if it told a true picture of 
the situation. Almost ex¬ 
clusively, parking lots are 
the structures on the state 
owned right-of-way. 

But there were two other 
definitions of structure I 
found interesting - 1) a 
complex system consid¬ 
ered from the point of view 
of the whole rather than of 
any single part; and 2) any¬ 
thing composed of parts 
arranged together in some 
way. Currently, I would 
say our structure of High¬ 
way 25N is parts arranged 
together in some way, a 
rather haphazard way in 
my opinion. But I liked 
thinking of Highway 25N 
as a system - composed of 
traffic going in and out of 
Berea, businesses and resi¬ 
dential owners lined up on 
the side, bikers interested 
in safely commuting to 
this end of town, pedestri¬ 
ans from the schools and 
homes wanting to cross 
roads safely and finally, 
parking. All of these indi¬ 
vidual parts in the same 
place, working together as 
a whole system. 

Individual parts work¬ 
ing together in a commu¬ 
nity 

As I look at this highway 
corridor into town, howev¬ 
er, it's obvious that there's 
some work to do to get 


from a haphazard arrange¬ 
ment of buildings and of¬ 
fices and homes, and a 
whole lot of pavement; to a 
complex system that flows 
smoothly. I use more busi¬ 
nesses down there than 
anywhere else in town, 
but it's certainly not going 
to win any beautification 
awards. 

I wonder if all of us could 
lay down our singular in¬ 
terests, and start to see this 
as an opportunity to build 
a quality system on High¬ 
way 25 N. Could we be 
creative about possibilities, 
such as shared city park¬ 
ing lots, or biking/ walking 
connections from business 
to business? Are there oth¬ 
er ways to compensate for 
what businesses may lose 
in space and/or resources? 

Amazingly enough. 
District 7 has actually put 
forth a redesign, and even 
incorporated almost all of 
the requests of the citizens. 
Are we looking at an op¬ 
portunity to build some¬ 
thing more attractive, more 
safe, on a highway where 
people are constantly com¬ 
ing and going in Berea? 
And could we be in danger 
of throwing that opportu¬ 
nity away? 

We have the opportunity 
to move from a structure 
"composed of parts ar¬ 
ranged together in some 
way", to a complex system 
considered from the point 
of view of the whole rather 
than of any single part. 

We have the opportunity. 
Now we have to move. 




March Out and Plant a Tree 



The month of March 
is often cold, damp and 
gloomy. Winter is behind 
us, but spring doesn't 
quite seem here either. 
Often a month of "blah", I 
doubt if March is at the top 
of anyone's list of favorite 
months. 

Nevertheless, March is 
a great time to plant trees. 
Tennessee, where I used 
to work, celebrates Arbor 
Day on the first Friday of 
March each year. Ken¬ 
tucky, on the other hand, 
celebrates Arbor Day on 
the first Friday in April. 
Either way, the point is, it's 
time to plant trees! 

Arbor Day was founded 
by J. Sterling Marlin in Ne¬ 
braska in 1872, with over 
a million trees planted in 
one day. Originally cel¬ 
ebrated on his birthday, 
April 22, other states rap¬ 


idly began to adopt their 
own Arbor Day events; 
some on different dates to 
optimize the best time for 
tree planting. 

States recognize the day 
as a time for educators, 
civic societies and govern¬ 
ment officials to create "a 
better understanding of 
nature and the importance 
of protecting wildlife, 
planting and cultivating 
flowers, and setting and 
protecting trees." 

Many towns across Ken¬ 
tucky hold special tree¬ 
planting ceremonies on or 
around Arbor Day. This is 
a great time to plant trees. 
But, you don't have to 
plant them on a particular 
day. Don't wait until the 
weather is too warm and 
sunny, and the trees are 
already fully leafed-out to 
plant them. They need to 
get settled in with wet, cool 
weather, before the dry, hot 
summer is upon them. 

Planting a tree can be a 
fun family activity. Chil¬ 
dren will have a special 
affinity for a tree that they 
helped to plant. They will 
enjoy being able to watch 


it grow and compare its 
height to their own as they 
are growing up. Be sure 
to take a picture of the 
child with the tree after it 
is planted, for future ref¬ 
erence. Planting a tree is 
also a good way to com¬ 
memorate an event such 
as the birth of a new family 
member. 

Trees can be purchased 
from local nurseries and 
local retailers in a variety 
of sizes and price ranges. 
Small seedlings can even 
be ordered online. An¬ 
other option is to dig one 
up from your property or 
find someone who will let 
you dig some of their trees. 
It is surprising how many 
"volunteer" trees come 
up in flower beds and 
other places where mow¬ 
ing does not occur. Often, 
these sprouts can simply 
be moved when they are 
small and will make a 
good tree if they are of a 
desirable species. 

Yes, it may be a gloomy 
time now, but don't let that 
keep you indoors. March 
out there and plant some 
trees!

Recently the school 
board voted to proceed 
with a $4.5 million ath¬ 
letic complex at Madison 
Central. This is 300% ex¬ 
penditure over what they 
spent to upgrade the ath¬ 
letic complex of Madison 
Southern. The lone voice of 
reasoning was John Lack¬ 
ey who acknowledged the 
need for upgrade and re¬ 
pair but called for a more 
common sense approach. 

The board of education is 
facing a shortfall this year 
of $600,000. Next year's 
proposed budget is plan¬ 
ning on approximately a 
$3 Million shortfall. The 
board is basically ignor¬ 
ing the 800 pound gorilla 


in the room, the looming 
pension crisis that will hit 
them and the state in the 
next two years. 

Every year they raise our 
property taxes the maxi¬ 
mum 4% they are allowed 
without the voters voting 
on it. Last year they gave 
superintendent Tommy 
Floyd a nearly 12% pay 
raise on top of the many 
perks he already receives 
such as we the tax payers 
paying for his doctorate 
degree. Who do you think 
will benefit from that? He 
will when he wants to ap¬ 
ply for a new job. 

The board of education 
is currently looking at 
plans for a new elemen¬ 
tary school in the north¬ 
ern part of the county at 


a cost of more than $20 
million. They could have 
been more frugal upgrad¬ 
ing Central's existing com¬ 
plex and saved the rest for 
the new construction. But 
when the time comes they 
will issue new bonds, go 
further in debt, and have 
to appeal for a significant 
tax increase to pay for it. So 
while our county ranks 206 
out of 230 school districts 
the emphasis is placed on 
an unneeded sports com¬ 
plex. It is time we demand 
accountability and fiscal 
responsibility from our 
school board members. 
This November, vote for 
change for our children's 
sake.

Boyce said that BAC had 
become more of a "retail" 
entity since being housed 
at College Square, be¬ 
cause of the environment 
they were in. Chili Night 


Out and selling exhibi¬ 
tion items were their big 
fundraisers. Moving to 
the Chestnut Street loca¬ 
tion would change them 
from a retail space to 
more of a workshop and 
meeting location. 

"Your support and your 
constant interest in the arts 
has been phenomenal," 
Boyce said, complimenting 
the city staff and council 
members. 

When council members 
asked Gwen Childs, the 
executive director of BAC, 
what she thought, she said, 
"I think it would be great to 
move here. We've adapted 
ourselves to where we are, 
and we've had to become 
more of a retail entity, but 
that's not our mission. Our 
mission is to provide arts 
experiences to our com¬ 
munity. I see this move as a 
way of making us more of 
a community arts council 
again." 

Boyce and Childs men¬ 
tioned partnering with the 
organizations that would 
be geographically close 
to them, such as Robie's 
Bookstore and the Madi¬ 
son County Library. 

"This would give us the 
opportunity to interact 
with the community in 
a more meaningful way, 
which is what we are all 
about," Childs said. 

Council member Vi 
Farmer mentioned that 
having the arts council 
on Chestnut would be a 
kind of bridge between 
the arts and retail area at 
Old Town, and the College 
Square arts and retail area. 


Codes Enforcement Di¬ 
rector Dale VanWinkle 
stated that for minimal 
cost, they could make the 
building very energy ef¬ 
ficient, using spray foam 
insulation. 

City council member 
Richard Bellando ex¬ 
pressed his desire to play 
up the old service station 
idea for BAC, renovating 
the outside to look like a 
vintage gas station. 

"What I'd like to see hap¬ 
pen is making it look like a 
service station on the out¬ 
side," Bellando said. "Peo¬ 
ple would come to see that, 
they would write about the 
arts council using an old 
service station. Get some 
old pumps and old vintage 
gas station signs out front." 

Council member Virgil 
Burnside, however, ques¬ 
tioned whether the ser¬ 
vice station idea wouldn't 
move BAC in another di¬ 
rection than the commu¬ 
nity centered mission. 

Stone mentioned that 
city staff would do the 
work for the remodeling, 
since it would not be a 
complicated remodeling 
job. They would still bid 
out for supplies and draw¬ 
ing of the plans. 

The consensus of the city 
council was for staff to con¬ 
tinue working with BAC 
on the partnership and 
renovation of the space. 

Stone gave a report dur¬ 
ing the city council meet¬ 
ing on the redesign of 
Highway 25 N. A meeting 
had been held on Friday, 
March 9 between city staff. 
Mayor Connelly, CDP En-

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the ACT benchmarks 
upon graduation from 
high school; this includes 
a score of 22 in math, 18 in 
English, 21 in reading and 
24 in science. ACT has set 
these benchmarks, because 
in their research these 
scores have produced stu¬ 
dents who were successful 
in their first semester as a 
freshman in college. 

As a nation, 26 percent 
of graduating seniors meet 
these benchmarks; in Ken¬ 
tucky that percentage is 16 
percent. For Berea Com¬ 
munity's graduating se¬ 
niors last year, 22 percent 
met the benchmarks. 

"On one hand, we could 
say great, we're beating the 
state," Hogg said to city 
council members Tuesday, 
"but that's still graduating 
78 percent that aren't col¬ 
lege or career ready." 

The ABC group defined 
career readiness as stu¬ 
dents obtaining certifica¬ 
tions in career areas such 
as electrical, nursing, ac¬ 
counting, welding or busi¬ 
ness. 

City council member 
Virgil Burnside suggested 
adding 21st century ca¬ 
reers to that mix, in fields 
such as water quality and 
technical skills in green en¬ 


ergy. 

Mark Nigro, who at¬ 
tended the parent meeting 
on Monday, expressed con¬ 
cern that the benchmarks 
were set at the "minimum" 
standard. 

"Are these benchmarks 
that great in a global econ¬ 
omy?" Nigro asked. 

Hogg agreed, stating that 
he understood the concern 
as "the minimum becom¬ 
ing the maximum, but we 
had to start somewhere." 

Another parent stated 
that she found the overall 
goal somewhat bizarre, 
since, "it was my assump¬ 
tion that this was happen¬ 
ing already". 

After explaining that the 
goal was a starting place 
that would lead to an ac¬ 
tion plan, Hogg outlined 
the three sub-goals that 
the group had developed. 
The first one was that all 
students would progress 
at least one year for each 
year of instruction; the sec¬ 
ond was that all students 
would be kept on track for 
meeting or exceeding the 
established benchmarks 
for college and career read¬ 
iness; and last, all students 
would be prepared for 21st 
century citizenship. 

Under the third goal, for 
developing 21st century 
citizenship, the group had 
agreed on a list of C's, that 
included creativity, criti¬ 
cal thinking, collaboration, 
civic engagement, commu¬ 


nication and compassion. 
Hogg told the parents that 
the quality of "compas¬ 
sion" received the most 
discussion from the ABC 
group. 

"We can't make a child be 
compassionate, but we can 
model it," Hogg said. "We 
can send books to West 
Liberty, we can collect pen¬ 
nies for polar bears." 

Hogg and Crowe have 
also presented the school's 
goals and sub-goals to the 
chamber of commerce, and 
they also plan to speak to 
the nonprofit group that 
meets at Berea College; all 
part of their goal to gain 
feedback from all parts of 
the community. 

"City government can 
have a tendency to be¬ 
come isolated from things 
such as social services and 
education," Mayor Steve 
Connelly said to Hogg 
and Crowe. "I appreciate 
your coming down here to 
talk to us and I'm very im¬ 
pressed . . . and proud that 
this is going on in Berea." 

Different council mem¬ 
bers requested that Hogg 
give reports to the city 
council on at least an an¬ 
nual basis on the school's 
progress towards their 
goals. Hogg replied that 
he would be glad to attend 
periodically to update the 
city council. 

"It's helpful to have that 
continual dialogue," coun¬ 
cil member Diane Kirby

After 
running a five lane section 
corsim model and a three 
lane section corsim model, 
the group concluded that a 
three lane would work on 
Highway 25 with the right 
turn lanes on Glades Road.

presented the EXPLORE 
and PLAN scores. In or¬ 
der to compare "apples to 
apples", the two of them 
showed the scores for the 
2011 tenth grade on PLAN 
and compared that to the 
EXPLORE scores the same 
class had in eighth grade 
two years prior. 

Fontanez stated that they 
were pleased to show that 
in English, reading and 
science, the percentage 
of students reaching the 
benchmark scores all in¬ 
creased from eighth grade 
to tenth grade. In English, 
the students increased 
from 42.3 percent reach¬ 
ing the benchmark scores 
in eighth grade to 56.8 per¬ 
cent reaching the bench¬ 
mark scores in tenth grade, 
a 14.5 percent increase. In 
reading, the students in¬ 
creased from 37.2 percent 
reaching the benchmarks 
in eighth grade to 49.4 per¬ 
cent meeting the bench¬ 
mark scores in tenth grade, 
a 12.2 percent increase. 
They had the biggest jump 
in science, with only 10.3 
percent meeting bench¬ 
mark scores in eighth 
grade, compared to 27.2 
percent reaching bench¬ 
mark scores in tenth grade, 
a 16 percent increase. 

Board members ex¬ 
pressed approval of the 
increases in the three sub¬ 
jects, but were concerned 
about the math scores. 
The Berea tenth graders 
in 2011 actually had a de¬ 
crease in their scores from 
their eighth grade year, 
with 28.2 percent meeting 
benchmark scores, which 
then decreased to 23.5 per¬ 
cent. 

"Historically, Berea stu¬ 
dents have done very well 
in reading," Fontanez said, 
"but have struggled with 
math. It's the same around 
the country. We've talked 
about the issue and how 
to transfer the success 
from reading to success in 
math." 

Hogg suggested that 
part of the problem may be 
that many Berea teachers 
have expertise in reading 
development, but fewer do 
in math. 

Fontanez stated that 
they would have even 
more data when this same 
group, now juniors at 
Berea, took their ACT at 
the end of the year. 

Both Elementary School 
Principal Debbie Coleman 
and Middle/High School 
Principal Donna Lovell 
presented their results 
from the MAP assessment, 
an on-line test that assess¬ 
es students on their prog¬ 
ress towards proficiency 
in reading and math. Stu¬ 
dents at Berea Community 
will be taking this assess¬ 
ment three times during 
the school year. 

Both reported that there 
was still a learning curve 
with the assessment, as 
students, teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators adapted to the 
technology and test strate¬ 
gies. They stated that their 
spring testing should pro¬ 
vide better data. 

A representative from 
the architect firm Tate, Hill 
and Jacobs reported to the 
board. They have been 
working with the energy 
committee at the school, to 
review what changes could 
be made to increase energy 
efficiency. These systems 
include the roof, mechani¬ 
cal systems and electrical 
systems. Tate stated that 
the next step for the group 
was to set priorities for 
the building, see what the 
budget had available and 
then get approval from the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education.

The 2011-2012 academic team 
season came to a close on March 12 
last week, with two students, one in 
middle school the other in high school, 
making it to the state competition in 
their respective tests.

Taylor took the Arts and 
Humanities test. Having been to state 
twice before, she knew the differences 
between it and the lower level 
competitions. “This time they said, 
‘Seniors, this is your Senior Night,’ so 
they acknowledged us.” 

As a veteran member of the team, 
she said that young members should 
“Read and absorb as much information 
as you can about your subject,” and 
“Don’t do one [subject] you’re not 
interested in.” 

Coach Linda Williams was pleased 
that Taylor made it to state, but expected 
more of the team to go with her. “We are 
a very busy team. They have to divide 
their time between track, cross country, 
soccer, and drama, yet people were still 
very committed, so I felt good. We were 
number one in the league against 17 other 
schools [more than regionals] and we 
were close to number two in our region. 
It was just that match versus South 
Laurel,” she said in regards to how she 
felt about the team as a whole. 

She referenced Berea’s third round 
quick recall match against league rival 
South Laurel in which Berea was beaten 
by South Laurel in tie breakers, despite 
holding a three question lead until the very 
end of the match. 

The loss of five seniors—Jonathan 
Atkins, Sebastian Brown, Noah 
Touch, Braden Mills, Taylor 
Satterthwaite— troubles Mrs. 
Williams. “We wish them well, but it’s 
bittersweet, because they’ll leave 
some holes in our team.” 

She feels that the juniors, though strong, 
will have to “step up to the plate” especially 
in Math and Arts and Humanities. After 
five years of experience coaching, she 
thinks that she will look for the cycles 
found in the questions more in future 
seasons, in an effort to focus their 
preparation for competition.

The iPhone 4S versus the Samsung Galaxy series: 
Personal preference becomes deciding factor

Technology is constantly evolving. 
In the past 10 years we have moved 
from analog phones, to phones with 
QWERTY keyboards, and now 
smartphones. The smartphone market 
is basically split between phones that 
run android operating systems made 
by Google, and iOS operating systems 
made by Apple. The iPhone 4s is the 
top iOS phone, and the Samsung 
Galaxy series is the top Android 
series. 

The iPhone 4s is the newest in 
Apple’s line of phones. It runs on the 
new operating system iOS 5. Only two 
other phones run iOS 5 right now. 
They are the iPhone 4 and the iPhone 
3Gs. The iOS 5 is amazing to look at, 
but very closed in customization 
possibilities, as is true with all Apple 
operating systems. The 4s runs iOS 5 
with perfection. There is hardly any 
hesitation when switching between 
apps, switching between pages, or 
changing menus. Both the iPhone 4s 
and 4 are equipped with 3.5 inch 
screens with stunning retina displays. 
These displays have a 960-by-640- 
pixel resolution. It has dimensions of 
115.2 x 58.6 x 9.3 mm, and weighs 
140 grams. The iPhone 4s has a 1GHZ 
dual-core processor. It also has 512mb 
of RAM. The graphics on the iPhone 
are possibly second to none. 

The iPhone 4s features a new 
technology that is not available on any 
other phone. It is called Siri. It is an 
interactive voice-control system. It is 
a very neat technology that can help 
you make calls, send and read text 
messages, send emails, find locations 
and businesses, make appointments, 


and even set alarms and reminders. It 
is scratching the surface or future 
voice control, and it will be very 
exciting to see what Apple does to 
improve on this technology. In my 
experience Siri has worked very 
smoothly. It does need a data or Wi¬ 
Fi connection to work, but it does a 
great job. 

The Samsung Galaxy series is the 
Apple iPhone’s leading competitor. 
The new line of Samsung Galaxy 
smartphones are an Android 
powerhouse. The newest Galaxy Note 
runs a 1.4 GHZ dual-core processor 
and has a very large screen at 5.3 
inches. It is not only promoted as a 
phone, but as a tablet as well. If you 
prefer something a little less compact, 
the Samsung Galaxy Skyrocket 
displays a 4.5 inch screen and a 1.5 
GHZ dual-core processor, and the 
Samsung galaxy SII has a 4.3 inch 
screen with a 1.2 GHZ dual-core 
processor. 

All the new Galaxy series phones 
have 1 GB of RAM. The displays on 
all the Galaxy series phones are 
incredible. They use Super AMOLED 
technology, and have resolutions of 
800-by-480-pixels. The colors are 


very bright and saturated. The galaxy 
series phones run the operating system 
Android 2.3, nicknamed Gingerbread. 
This operating system is very open- 
source, meaning it has many 
customizable options. Most android 
phones run very smoothly and run 
very quickly since the newest android 
phones use 4G LTE or the 4G HSPA+. 
Battery life on the Samsung Galaxy 
phones is not as impressive as the 
iPhone 4S, but there are numerous 
apps you can download from the 
Android Market to significantly 
improve battery life. The Samsung 
Galaxy SII has dimensions of 125.3 x 
66.1 x 8.5 mm and a weight of 116 
grams. The Galaxy lines are thinner 
and lighter than the iPhone 4s. 

Both of these phones offer many 
positives, and each has their negatives 
as well. They also are both available 
on AT&T, Sprint, and Verizon. The 
iPhone 4s is not available on T- 
Mobile, but a version of the Samsung 
Galaxy SII is. Depending on what 
features you would like in your phone, 
each of these lines work very well. 
They are great phones; your personal 
preferences will allow you to decide 
which one you like better.

our country. With every 
passing minute we are los¬ 
ing our histories to death, 
memory loss and record 
destruction." 

Miller, who moved to 
Berea last year, is currently 
the president of AAGG- 
KY. The group is around 
one year old, and this 
past weekend they met in 
Berea for the first time. The 
group meets each month 
on the third Saturday, and 
moves their meeting loca¬ 
tion around Kentucky so 
they're available to lots of 
different people. 

The group focuses on 
aspects of research unique 
to the African-American 
community, and provides 
a place for researchers and 
historians to share their 
findings and strategies. 
They have approximately 
60 members, with 200 who 
participate either through 
mailing lists or by attend¬ 
ing meetings. Miller stated 
they are primarily drawing 
people from Central and 
Eastern Kentucky, but they 
do have a few members 
from Western Kentucky as 
well. 

Their speaker on Satur¬ 
day, Larry Hamilton, is 
a member of their group 
from Loveland, Ohio. A 
retired teacher of African 
American history, world 
studies and current events, 
Hamilton has spent sever¬ 
al years tracking down his 
own family history, tracing 
it back to his great great 
grandmother Lucy, an off¬ 
spring of a slave owner. 


Her daughter, Cynthia 
Ross, attended Berea Col¬ 
lege in 1888, a fact he was 
able to confirm through 
Shannon Wilson, who 
works at the Berea College 
archives. 

Hamilton stated that his 
grandmother always told 
stories of the ancestors, but 
he wasn't very interested 
until, as a college student, 
he heard Alex Hailey at 
Wright State University 
introduce his new book, 
"Roots". 

"I knew that would be 
a transformative experi¬ 
ence," Hamilton said. 

After hearing Hailey, 
Hamilton called his grand¬ 
mother and told her, "I'm 
bringing a tape recorder 
and let's talk". 

In that four hour conver¬ 
sation, Hamilton heard of 
his great great grandmoth¬ 
er Lucy traveling to Camp 
Nelson in Kentucky after 
leaving slavery, and heard 
about her story of "some 
man who guided them to 
Camp Nelson". While his 
grandmother believed it 
was an angel who guided 
them, Hamilton himself 
stated that he thought of 
the man as John G. Fee. In 
the two books he autho¬ 
rized about his family his¬ 
tory, "Lucy's Story, Right 
Choices But Wrongs Still 
Left", and "Between Two 
Suns, The Berea Experi¬ 
ence," he called Fee, "the 
Moses Man". 

The first book concen¬ 
trates on Lucy's story, from 
her flight to Camp Nelson 
on, and the second focuses 
on the family connection to 
Berea College. 

Fee had been involved, 
along with others, in im¬ 


proving conditions at 
Camp Nelson, a place 
where many slaves and 
former slaves fled to re¬ 
ceive protection from the 
African-American soldiers 
who were recruited and 
trained there for the Union 
army. Hamilton believes 
that Lucy may have met 
Fee there, which is why 
she sent her only daughter 
to Berea College. 

Hamilton showed entries 
from Cynthia's Berea Col¬ 
lege journal to the AAGG- 
KY group; the journal was 
similar to a yearbook, and 
different classmates of 
Cynthia had signed it. Her 
cousin, the poet Henry Al¬ 
len Laine who wrote the 
book, "Footprints", ap¬ 
peared to have written one 
of the entries and also at¬ 
tended Berea College from 
1888-1899. 

"I've been trying to 
find descendents of great 
grandmother's classmates, 
the names in these jour¬ 
nals," Hamilton said, "so 
I can show them her jour¬ 
nal entries. And I wonder 
if they might have journals 
of their ancestors, and my 
great grandmother may

MSHS Teachers Learn HowTo 
Connect Students to History 


History rarely ranks 
as the most popular sub¬ 
ject amongst high school 
students, but social stud¬ 
ies teachers at Madison 
Southern High School 
hope to remedy that prob¬ 
lem. 

Deana Abbott, Melissa 
Grant and Doug Martin, 
teachers at MSHS, are re¬ 
placing traditional tech¬ 
niques with ones that 
seek to actively engage 
students in the process of 
history rather than allow¬ 
ing them to be passive ob¬ 
servers in the classroom. 
Borrowing techniques ac¬ 
quired through their par¬ 
ticipation in a Teaching 
American History grant 
program administered 
by the Wilderness Trail 
Educational Cooperative, 
these instructors want to 
help their students gain 
an appreciation of history 
with the skills needed to 
analyze and evaluate the 
events of the past. 

In addition to the free 


trainings offered by the 
TAH grant program, 
teachers also receive hun¬ 
dreds of dollars in free 
materials to supplement 
instruction in their class¬ 
rooms. Last summer 
these teachers, along with 
approximately 25 others 
from high schools across 
Kentucky, participated in 
the TAH Summer Travel 
program which provided 
an all expenses paid trip 
to New York City. Dur¬ 
ing the visit, the educa¬ 
tors had the opportunity 
to visit the Statue of Lib¬ 
erty and Ellis Island, The 
United Nations, The USS 
Intrepid, The Empire 
State Building, Central 
Park, American History 
Museum, Times Square, 
as well as the Lower East- 
side Tenement Museum 
where they accessed class¬ 
room ready activities and 
resources. The group ob¬ 
served the cultures of Lit¬ 
tle Italy and Chinatown 
and received background 


information on how these 
places came about. While 
there, the group traveled 
by the city subway system 
like average New Yorkers. 

Gone are the days of 
teachers assigning chap¬ 
ters to read and ques¬ 
tions to answer from the 
textbook; instead social 
studies students at MSHS 
are examining primary 
source documents and 
images. 

Rather than listening to 
lectures, students work 
cooperatively to interpret 
and evaluate the positions 
and views of historical 
figures and get the oppor¬ 
tunity to examine the dai¬ 
ly lives of average people 
during different time peri¬ 
ods to make a real world 
connection to their lives 
today. Employing activi¬ 
ties such as gallery walks, 
class discussion and doc¬ 
ument analyses, these 
teachers hope to connect 
21st century kids with the 
happenings of the past.
